The Needs of War

It was. on Thanksgiving Day, 
1899, the tirst steel came from 
the initial oren-hearth furnace of 
ten projected at Ensley, a lusty 
suburb of the present-day Bir- 
mingham. 

Here in these hills nature put 

- down iron ore, lim ne, and 
coal, cheek-by-jowl. e ore is 
not high grade and the mines 
run deep and far. If it were not 
a local product, costing little to 
haul, it would not be used at all. 
But, it is a valuable supplement. 

Ores are a tough food for 
thought. 

The richest ores here come 
from North Africa, where there 
are tremenedous fields just now 
being developed. South Ameri- 
can ores also are beginning to 
come in good supply. Labrador 
has vast areas of high-grade iron 
and a start has been made there. 
But those who continue to talk of 
America as entirely self-con- 
tained and needing no outside 
trade of materials would do well 
to think about it. 

I wanted to see the plants I 
had not visited in a dozen years. 
Also since steel is the foundation 
on which ali national defense and 
domestic lite must stand, I s 
interested in production figures 
because of the ugly fact of Korea.

Expansion 


Plant expansion has been; 
dramatic. Some 60,000 men and; 
women now join in the work: 
which produces steel in its var- 
jous forms in the Southeast’s 
great production center for 
metals. 

There is no end to it. At one 
end of the huge open hearth 
building, there are *machines at 
work clearing the ground for the 
beginning of work on an addi- 
tion to the plant. (I doubt if 
all industry offers a spectacle 
as dramatic as the procedures 
of an open hearth in the moment 
of producing its liquid miracle.) 

As we went about order was 
obvious in what to the layman’s 
eyes seems like chaos. Trains 
switched io and fro on a maze 
of tracks. Here were vast caul- 
drons of molten steel, their heat 
cooking the air above them until 
the invisible stuff of air seemed 
to boil and dance over each. 
Here were flatcars carrying the 


huge ingots in moulds. Though . 


black in color, the heat from 
them was like a physical blow 
if one waitked close. Other ve- 
hicles hurried here and there. 
The rolling mills clutched the 
bulk of ingots, deep red from 
the ovens, and began to form 
them in their incredible em- 
brace. It was at first as if dark 
iron arms hugged a red bear, 
but soon there appeared shape 
and length and- purpose as the 
ingots moved toward their ap- 
pointed enas. 

Steel remains, for all the me- 
chanical techniques which have 
been added, and for all its bulk 
and clamor, a fairy-tale indus- 
try, a paradox of delicate pre- 
cisions obtained from ponderous 
machines.

I asked for figures. We were 
pressed for steel in the gigantic 
wrestle with Nazi Germany, as 
we made steel for our own con- 
tributions, and for our allies as 
well. 

I got them, They are hearten- 


ng. , | 
In 1940 the national steel in- 
got capacity was 81,619,496 tons. 
(Of that the Birmingham 
plants contributed 2,242,000). 
By 1945, under the whips and 
Jashes of war, that capacity had 
been raised to 95,505,280 tons. 
(Birmingham’s was up to 2,660,- 


). 

In 1950 the national tonnage 
was at 99,978,150 tons, and the 
local output was at 2,850,000. 

‘The steel industry has made 
jts projections for 1953. Two 
years hence the total capacity 
is to be 110.000,000 tons. The new 
plans for the local company are 
for 3,350,000 of those tons. 

The stee! industry officially is 
on record as saying it can more 
than meet any demands of war. 
The statement points out that in 
the last 11 years the steel com- 
panies in the United States have 
constructed more capacity than 
the 1949 output of Great Britain, 
and as much as the en- 
tire 1949 Russian output. 

This is good, basic news. 

It means we can produce 
enough for war and have enough 
left to keep the domestic econo- 
my on its feet. 

' It is this fact of steel which, 
together with the atomic weapon, 
gives Russia pause. And it is this 
very fact which also will indicate 
where the enemy’s attack will be 

directed if that war should come.

Speaks for Self

“most effective weapon we 
have”’—the atom bomb— 
against Red China was rec- 
ommended Thursday by Maj. 
Gen, Emmett “Rosie” O’Don- 
nell, just returned from the 
Far East bombing command. 

“I think we'd be very effective 
with the ultimate weapon against 
Red China,” said the stocky 


straight-from-the-shoulder  gen- 
eral. 


Asked by a reporter to define 
the term “ultimate weapon,” the 
general replied: “The atomic 
bomb.” 


“They'll understand the lash 
when it’s put to them,” Gen. 
O’Donnell said. 


In Washington, Joseph Short, 
secretary to President Truman, 
told reporters: 


“General O’Donnell is speaking 
for himself and not the United 
States government.” 


Short made this comment after 
the President had been advised 
of O’Donnell’s statements. 


As to use of the A-bomb against 
Red China, Gen. Hoyt S. Vanden- 
berg, Air Force Chief of Staff, 
told a news conference Wednes- 
day: 

“I venture to guess we first 
would have to find out what mili- 
tary objectives were in that area, 
and then decide whether to waste 
an A-bomb. I say ‘waste’ because 


- |perhaps those targets could be de- 


stroyed just as well by weapons 
which should be used against war- 
making potential rather than 
against people.” 

Thursday Gen. Vandenberg said 
O‘Donnell was not speaking for 
the Air Force. 3 
Gen. O’Donnell told reporters 
that in addition to possible A- 
bomb targets in China and Man- 
churia, “there are quite a few 
good targets for conventional 
bombing.” 

“IT am in complete accord with 
the United Nations,” he said, “‘but 
it makes a very poor substitute 
for military headquarters in a 
campaign.” 

Asked if the United Nations 
should have used the A-bomb or 
should still use the A-bomb against 
Chinese Reds in Korea, O’Donnell 
replied: 

“Tt believe we should have 
cracked the Chinese Communists 
hard and smacked the hell out of 
them as soon as we had them 
identified after they crossed the 
(Yalu) river.” 

The 44-year-old general, who 
now reassumes direction of the 
strategic 15th Air Force under the 
accelerated Air Force program, 
told a news conference: 

“If we’re going to fight, let’s not 
hit ’em light, for heaven’s sake. 
“Tt’s time people know that this 
is an all-out war. This is a global 
war. We won the first round, but 
this is~the second round and we 
are lasing on points. 

“Les tighten our belts and be- 
come determined we’re not going 
to take a shellacking.” 

He added, with emphasis: “We 
can’t continue to fight under Mar- 
quis of Queensbury rules when we 
are fighting thugs who are going 
to hit you on the back of the head 
with an ax. We should use the 
weapon most effective and not get 
mixed up further with a lot of 
knotheads.”’

There was some indications

sion below the 38th parallel. 
The heaviest fighting Thursday 
Ss near Kumyangjang on the 
main highroad across the penin- 
sula, 25 miles southwest of the 
former Republican capital 
Seoul. A tank-led reconnaissance 
patrol hit two Chinese companies 
five miles northeast of the town. 

In a fight of more than an hour 


just before dark Thursday after- 
noon, the patrol estimated that 25 
enemy had been killed but the 
patrol withdrew after meeting 
strong resistance and a threat of 
envelopment. Ground troops in 
the same vicinity counted 50 
enemy dead on the ground—20 of 
them North Koreans — apparently 
as a result of previous airstrikes. 

Reports at 8th Army head- 
quarters revealed that the enemy 
had taken considerable casualties 
Thursday and Wednesday in the 
joint air and ground action 10 
miles northeast -of Yongwol. 
Uaited Nations troops engag 
estimated 1,50@Communists in the 
snow-covered mountain area. A 
series of airstrikes flushed the 
Reds from cover on highground 
with strafing attacks and the 
ground troops moved in. Estimates 
were that the enemy had lost 350 
to 400 from the combined attack, 
leaving Longwol—one of the im- 
portant mining centers of Korea— 
in United Nations hands. 


Despite the small, sharp actions, 
the fighting across Korea gener- 
ally was on a small scale. For 
the third successive day, official 
Eighth Army reports described 
the situation as one of “little con- 
tact for the past 12 hours,” and 
the major United Nations’ activity 
again was from the air behind the 
enemy lines. With the troops pa- 
trolling, and largely unopposed, 
Fifth Air Force planes flew only 
26 close-support missions Thurs- 
day, it was announced, as against 
216 in armed reconnaissance over 
the Communist rear. 


Since the fall of Seoul, heavy 
aggressive action by the enemy 
has been almost nonexistent, ex- 
cept for some hard fighting around 
Wonju, in central Korea, where 
the Communists apparently hoped 
to trap the UN forces in the horse- 
shoe lines from. which the.Allies 
later withdrew under a threat to 
their eastern flank: $

Tokyo Told

TOKYO, Jan. 19—(Friday)— 
(INS)—Indications that the best of 
China’s armies in Korea is being 
withdrawn from the war with the 
United Nations forces were seen 
in reports to Tokyo Friday morn- 
ing. 

It was believed that a major 
reason for the withdrawal was 
that the Russians had failed to 
make good on their promise of 
full air support and that Allied 
air attacks and the weather had 
taken a toll of more than 50 per- 
cent of the Fourth Field Army’s 
men Gen. Lin Piao led into 
Korea. 

At the same time, however, 
other reports indicated the Rus-~- 
sians have given the Chinese 
Communists sizeable forces to 
protect China against amphibious 
attack by Chiang Kai-shek’s forces 
from Formosa. 

Late reports said the Russians 
have moved six infantry divi- 
sions and one elite paratrooper 
division into China. ‘These Rus- 
sian divisions are reported to be 
deployed in positions from which 
they can be most effective in re- 
pelling any invasion effort against 
the Chinese mainland. 

Some sources in Tokyo said the 
presence of the Russian divisions 
in China is the explanation for the 
Americam policy ‘of restraining 
Chiang Kai-shek from invading 
the mainland at ‘this time. 

In Korea the victure was dif- 
ferent. The Fifth Airforce an- 
nounced that only 26 close sup- 
port missions were flown all day 
Thursday because contact with 
the Communists was so limited. 

Reports from the Western front 
indicated this lack of contact 
might be permanent for at least 
part of the Chinese armies—the 
best part. 

The reports indicated that Gen. 
Lin Piao has ordered his Fourth 
Field Army units—which -con- 
quered Seoul—to pull out of Ko- 
réa. 

Air reports said that tanks and 
armored cars were seen moving 
north in the Pyongyang area 
away from the battleline 150 air 
miles to the south. F 

At the same time, however, 
other Chinese of Gen. Chen Yi’s 
Third Field Army were pushing 
south toward United Nations lines 
on the east coast of the peninsula, 

Chinese captured during the 
last three or four days have told 
interrogators that their units sud- 
denly began a northward move 
without explanation. 

These prisoners said that more 
than 50 percent of the Chinese in 
their outfits had been put out 
of action by American air attacks 
or by the biting cold that eats 
through the paper-thin foot-gear 
of the Chinese soldiers.

LAKE SUCCESS, Jan, 18— 
The United States Thursday 
told the United Nations that 
the cease-fire effort in Korea 
had failed and therefore col- 
lective action against Commu- 
nist China must be considered. 

Warren R. Austin outlined 
a program of action to the 
Political and Security Com- 
mittee of the General Assem- 
bly. Under this plan the As- 
sembly would do the follow- 


ing: ey 
1. Designate Communist China 
an aggressor. 


2. Call on Peiping to stop fight- 
ing in Korea and withdraw its 
forces there. 


3. Reaffirm the Assembly’s de- 
termiantion to keep on fighting in 
Korea and call on all states to aid 
in this effort and refrain from 
helping the enemy. 


4. Call on a body such as the 
Collective Measures Committee to 
study and recommend to .§ the 
Assembly what form of collective 
action might be taken against 
Peiping. 


5. Reaffirm that the United 
Nations still hopes for a peaceful 
settlement and designate a United 
Nations group which could be 
approached by Peiping in case 
that government seeks a peace- 
ful solution. 


During debate six delegations 
supported the American point of 
view. They were Belgium, The 
Philippines, Turkey, Greece, Na- 
tionalist China and Peru. Other 
countries were noncommittal. It 
was evident that their govern- 
ments still were considering what 
course to take. 

The last speaker at the meet- 
ing, Semyon K. Tsarapkin of the 
Soviet delegation, endorsed the 
counter - proposal embodied in 
Peiping’s reply. He was the only 
one in the Soviet bloc to take the 
floor. 

Austin opened debate by charg- 
ing that the Chinese Communists 
have put their necks “in the So- 
viet collar.” He likewise said that 
in their message received Wed- 
nesday the Reds accepted respon- 
sibility for the forces in Korea, 
thus disproving their own con- 
tention that these Chinese troops 
were volunteers. 

The plan which Austin laid be- 
fore the Political Committee was 
one which had been discussed be- 
hind the scenes for several weeks. 
Its chief new feature was pro- 
viding for a body to which Pei- 
ping could turn if it wished to 
make peace. 

This*was injected in an attempt 
to win the support of delegations 
that do not want to reject out- 
right the counter proposal of the 
Chinese Communists. Presenta- 
tion of the resolution along the 
lines outlined Thursday by Aus- 
tin has been delayed pending the 
lining up of sponsors. 

Thailand, Turkey and the Phil- 
ippines all were reported ready to 
put their names on the resolution 
plus alsq perhaps Belgium and 
two Latin-American states. Amer- 
ican sources said it was hoped 
that the resolution would be in- 
troduced formally at the next 
meeting. The committee is sched- 
uled to sit again Friday. 

Lebanon and Iraq were report- 
ed ready to support the Ameri- 
can plan while Syria planned to 
abstain. 

Others in the Arab-Asian group 
sought to keep its unity for the 
time being. Still undebated is 
their resolution that would call 
for great power talks to settle 
all Far Eastern issues. 

Keith Shann, speaking for Aus- 
tralia, told the Political Commit- 
tee that the message received 
Wednesday seemed to rule out 
“for the time being at least” any 
chance that the United Nations 
could agree to negotiate, barring 
considerable change in the Chi- 
nese attitude. 

On the other hand, he said, the 
uncompromising tone of the Chi- 
nest message should not rule out 
“for good” the possibility of ne- 
gotiations on honorable terms Sir 
Gladwyn Jebb of Britain likewise 
indicated that he had not aban- 
doned all hope of further peace

Again the United Nations is confronted 
with ‘the choice of becoming an affirmative 
force for world peace or lapsing into the 
impotence of an international debating 
society. 

Communist China has rejected the UN’s 
cease-fire proposal and has in turn sub- 
mitted ridiculous proposals of its own 
which this country, and few other coun- 
tries of the West, can accept.

And be- 
cause polio is on the increase everywhere, 
the Foundation’s treasury and that of the 
Georgia Chapter as well are just about 
empty. 

Georgia was one of the 40 States which 
had to ask the National Foundation for 
more money to meet the needs of polio 
patients in both 1949 and 1950. In 1949 
th>+ Georgia Chapter called upon the Foun- 
dation for $83,000. Last year the sum was 
$50,000. 

The simple fact is Georgia contribu- 
tions to the March of Dimes have not, in 
the past two years, been sufficient to meet 
the cost of Georgia patients. More than 
950 polio victims are getting help from 
the Georgia Chapter now, and the load is 
increasing. As of Oct. 10, 1950, 308 new 
cases were reported. For the same period 
of 1949 there were only 208 cases. 

The Georgia Chapter is spending about 
$250,000 a year in giving medical assist- 
ance to polio victims, in addition to sums 
spent for equipment and for training of 
doctors and nurses in the early convales- 
cent care. It is not enough to meet the 
need. 

Whether some Georgia children will die 
or be crippled for life because their fami- 
lies cannot pay for the long and expensive 
treatment involved depends upon the will- 
ingness of Georgians to give generously to 
the March of Dimes campaign. 

Even a dime will help—but if your 
child were stricken would you consider 
that enough?

ee. The power of the school forces never ceases 

Pie. to be amazing. Back when Gov. Arnall took 

Sa wae’ office, he laid out a lot of money for schools. 

They asked for more. He said he had done all he could for them. 

They insisted on more. They got more. Then, the school people 

got one of their own men in the Governor’s office. M. E. Thomp- 

son, former Assistant State School Superintendent, took office as 
Acting Governor. 


Acting Gov. Thompson did a lot for the schools. They asked 
for more. He, too, felt the pressure which the school people can 
put on a Governor. They got more. Now it’s Gov. Talmadge’s 
time. He did a lot for schools during his two-year term. In the 
political campaign for re-election, he promised to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Education. 


. . Before his new term began, however, the school 
Objection people said the cost of the Minimum Foundation 
had risen from $83,500,000 to $98,000,000. Gov. Talmadge objected. 
He said he had promised only the $83,500,000, and that he couldn't 
be held responsible for financing the ever-increasing demands of 
the school people. 


Then the Auditor showed the Governor what he believed a 


“sales tax and income tax program, if passed, would bring in for 


the first year. It would mean only $15,000,000 more than the 
present State budget, which is enlarged by temporary emergency 
taxes which expire in July. 


The Governor proposed to divide this new money up among 
the four big functions of government—schools, roads, welfare and 
health. That meant that schools would get only $6,000,000 more 
than they are getting today. The Governor put up an additional 
$17,000,000 in the “contingent budget” to go to schools in event 
the tax program paid off better than expected. 


“Only six million?” the school people shouted, with the new 
assistance of political leaders Roy Harris and James Peters. That 
wasn’t much when the Governor had promised to finance the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program this year. The school people fought to 
create interest over the State for a sales tax, and here it was the 
other State departments were getting big cuts in the pie. The 
people would howl if they had to pay a sales tax and then not get 
the school program financed. 


All this was true, of course. The Governor wanted 
All True to do something to get credit for financing the 
Minimum Foundation Program. Yet, he didn’t want the school 
people to keep him over a barrel where they could continue to 
demand more and more money. He decided to give the school 
people some more money—not as much as they demanded, but 
some more—if they would sign a pledge that he was, indeed, 
financing the Minimum Foundation Program. ; 

That’s the story behind the news that Gov. Talmadge had 
added $3,666,000 to the common school budget and agreed to make 
available the entire “regular” and “contingent” budget on July 1, 
and the State Board of Education’s agreement that it would put the 
Foundation Program into effect on that date. 

In the windup, Gov. Talmadge is offering a total school budget 
of about $91,000,000—as compared with the $98,000,000 which the 
schools had asked.

WASHINGTON—The so-called “great debate” on foreign policy thus far has 


shed more heat than light. 


Nevertheless, out of the babel there begins to emerge 


an alignment favorable to the Truman administration’s basic principle that was 


challenged by Herbert Hoover. 


A safe majority now seems sure for continued 


economic and military aid to build up our free nation allies, in Western Europe 
and elsewhere, into an effective common defense against Communist imperialism. 


Here there has developed almost a united front among Democrats. 


Republicans are divided, but with 


sufficient support from their ranks to assure approval of the basic objective by the Eighty-Second 


Congress. 
the Administration’s most potent allies, because 
of their influence, have come from outside Con- 
gress in Governors who threw precedent to the 
winds and devoted their inaugural messages 
chiefly to the international crisis. 

Likewise, on this overriding issue, both threw 
partisanship to the winds. 


Gov. James F. Byrnes of South Carolina, 
formerly Secretary of State, despite personal 
differences with the President and sharp 
conflict of view on domestic policies, backed 
up wholeheartedly the necessity of strength- 
ening our allies. He reinforces general 
Southern support for this principle already 
manifest in Congress.

But neither will have 
any part of Herbert Hoover’s withdrawal to the 
Western Hemisphere, nor take up the spurious 
issue raised by Sen.

This outfit was described as a 
Communist front by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. He is named “sponsor” 
in a booklet issued by the Committee for Equal 
Justice for Mrs. Recy Taylor. This was a sub- 
committee of the International Labor Defence, 
which was cited as a Communist front by both 
the Attorney General of the United States and 
the House committee. The Daily Worker of April 
6, 1937, named Lewis Milestone as a member of 
the Advisory Board of Frontier Films. This 
was named by the House committee as a device 
of the Communist Party. A pamphlet of the 
Hollywood Anti-Nazi League named Milestone 
as sponsor. The House committee and the Ten- 
ney committee of the California Legislature cited 
this one as a front. 

Milestone’s name appears on the official bal-

The New 
York Times of Oct. 10, 1941, listed Lewis Mile- 
stone as sponsor of an appeal by Russian War 
Relief, Inc., cited by the House and Tenney 
committees. 


Michael Blankfort, the author of the “Monte- 
zuma” spectacle capitalizing the glory and the 
sacrifice of loyal American Marines, was named 
“sponsor” in an official program of the Ameri- 
can Peace Mobilization dated April 5, 1941. That 
was during the Stalin-Hitler alliance. The Attor- 
ney General of the United States said this out- 
fit was subversive. 


The New Masses, an undisguised Communist 
publication, listed Blankfort as a member of the 
board of directors of the American Society for 
Technical Aid to Spanish Democracy. This was 
cited by the House committee. Blankfort signed 
an appeal to the Supreme Court as amicus 
curiae for the notorious “Hollywood Ten.” A 
publication of the League of American Writers, 
condemned by both the Attorney General and 
the House committee, named Blankfort as a mem- 
ber. 

The program of the conference of the National 
Council of the Arts, Sciences and Professions, 
March 25-27, 1949, named Blankfort as a spon- 
sor. The House committee turned out a whole 
book on this front. Blankfort’s name appears 
over 19 contributions to the Communist New 
Masses. The Sunday Worker, the official Com- 
munist organ in New York, in December, 1935, 
named him as an editor. It goes without saying 
that all executives of The Sunday Worker had 
to be in good standing with the Communist 
Party. 


Such then are the two who got up “The 
Halis of Montezuma.” It may seem strange 
that in all the United States it was impos- 
sible te find two men with records abso- 
lutely innocent of such association to create 
this epic of the Marines. 


The great Schary was right. The dumb 
Americans did forget. Within a month after 
the tragic death of the martyr, James K. Mc- 
Guinness, who fought the treason and was whis- 
pered out of Hollywood, Milestone and Blank- 
fort drank deep of their triumph in a theater a 
few blocks from the hotel where Jim expired 
with the cry on his lips, “Lucie!

Time was when the carcass of the dead 
horse or mule was used for soap, and this was not so bad, but 
now they slaughter them like cattle. They judge them, these days, 
not so much by their speed or endurance or strength, but by their 
conformations, which means by jheir meat-producing capacities. 
I happened, unfortunately, into a rodeo stadium in Florida 
recently and found what I thought at first to be a more or less 
harmless bit of sport going on. Cowboys were trying out horses 
for their ability to buck. They would put a trick saddle on the 
animal (while protected from the horse’s hooves by means of a 
fenced-in chute), the horse would be suddenly released through 
a gate and he was expected to jump and buck. If he did so, the 
saddle was jerked by a rope and it would come off, the horse would 
be driven into another corral and the scene was repeated. 

I noticed that a great cheer would go up from the cowboys 
when the horse refused to buck and there would be considerable 
ribald laughter gnd joking. These horses that did not buck were 
driven into another corral-—the murder parlor, so to speak. They 
would fetch up later at the slaughter house and onto the grocer’s 
shelves as horse-meat. 


Buteher The gentlemen in charge of the murder parlor wore 
high-heeled boots, red and yellow shirt and tie, 
expensive “chaps,” a movie-cowboy hat of purest cream color, 
set at a jaunty angle, and a jacket of silver lacing and leather 
thongs, worn carelessly as becomes the great outdoorsman our 
young folks presently revere. I mistook him for a rider and 
expressed surprise that he would take such pride in his calling as 
to dress the part, but was assured that he was making a fortune 
from his efforts and that he had a market for all the horse-meat 
he could round up. Naturally, this was comforting. 
I guess the thing to do is just not think about such scenes. 
But that doesn’t help the horses much.

So 
Anson, who is executive secre- 
tary of the Texas Fruit and 
Vegetable Growers’ Association, 
and his fellow producers of eat- 
ables have turned increasingly 
to Mexican labor.

Only God and Billy Walker Know 


Ever since I wrote the piece about visiting Billy Walker in his cell over at 
Winder, where the 67-year-old one-time soft-drink manufacturer is waiting elec- 
trocution for the murder of his sister, the mail has been coming, commenting on 


his case. 


It is not the usual bleeding-heart mail that you always get when you 


write about a man under sentence of death, from the people who just ‘do not believe 


in capital punishment. 


It comes mainly from people who know Billy, or have 


known him at some time in the past, and who honestly believe that he is crazy. Billy moved around 
a great deal during his business career, and he knew a lot of people over this part of the country. 
As a result. the letters are beginning to come in now from as far west as Texas. 


There, as mentioned in the 
previous story, Billy was in- 
volved once in another killing, 
the outgrowth, he says, of the 
strange spells which upon oc- 
casion have afflicted men. 


ONE LETTER said this: “I 
don’t blame the jury for find- 
ing Billy guilty of murder, for 
just to look at him and hear him 
talk for a brief period, a man 
with no training in psychiatry 
would figure him to be as sane 
as anybody in the world. 


“But even 2 man with no 
knowledge of the strange 
quirks that afflict the human 
mind would soon realize, if 
he was around Billy long, that 
here was a fellow who was in 
some way ‘off.’ It’s hard to 
explain why. 


“Maybe he does nothing and 
says nothing to indicate he’s not 
normal, but being around him 
you just feel, somehow, that 
here’s a fellow so unstable he’s 
liable to go all to pieces at any 
moment. ‘A trained psychologist, 
I think, would be able to exam- 
ine Billy and figure out what 
was wrong with him.” 


Another man, writing from 
Texas, sent me a copy of a letter 
that he was writing to the Gov- 
ernor, discussing Billy’s case. 

He said: 


“Governor, I have been know- 
ing Billy Walker for a good 
many years. At times when I 
have talked with Billy he has 
been the most rational man with 
whom you could wish to talk, 


at other times the most irra- 
tional you could imagine. If 
Billy killed his sister, which I 
don’t doubt he did, I can cer- 
tainly state that he wasn’t in 
his right mind. The statement 
that some 17 years ago he killed 
his best friend in Texas is cor- 
rect. The writer is fully cogni- 
zant of all the details. To say 
that a man is justified, outside 
of war, in taking another per- 
son’s life is outside of my realm 
of thinking. Nevertheless, the 
people in Beaumont were on 
Walker’s side. 


“MR. WALKER was with the 
past Summer in 


Texas, and was at times just as 
rational as could be and at other 
times was as nuity as a hog in 
a peanut patch, But under any 
and all circumstances he was 
always the ‘gentleman.’ 


“My plea to you, sir, is that 
the State of Georgia not take 
the life of this 67-year-old 
man, but rather place him in 
Milledgeville, or some other 
State institution capable of 
earing for him. Mr. Walker 
is in no way related to me. 
I only know of the good he did 
for some young men in years 
gone past.” 


In a note to me that accom- 
panied the copy of his letter to 
the Governor, the Texas corre- 
spondent said: 

“All the facts in my leiter are

correct. Mr. Walker has done 
a lot of good for a lot of people, 
but every once in a while he 
goes off the beam, so to speak. 
In my opinion it would be 
against the wishes of both God 
and man to take the life of this 
fellow. I sincerely hope your 
Governor will commit him to 
an asylum.” 

I hope so, too, if Billy was, as 
he claims, out of his mind when 
the killing occurred. If he 
wasn't—if he did the thing in 
a fit of uncontrollable rage, 


which I find it almost impos- 
sible to believe—there’s no rea- 
son why the law shouldn’t take 
its course. Whatever the truth 
of the matter is, right now only 
God and Billy Walker know.

THEY EXPECT this year to 
import between 200,000 and 
400,000 Mexicans to till their 
gardens and harvest their crops. 
Or they did expect to, until Con- 
gress passed that law about 
putting all workers under social 
security. 


The law says that the tax 
has got to be deducted from 
the wages of each Mexican to 
keep him in his old age. But 
under a special protocol signed 
by the Presidents of the 
United States and Mexico, the 
employers on this side of the 
border are forbidden to de- 
duct anything from the pay- 
checks of the Mexicans. 


“Some stuff,” snorted Anson. 
“One law says we've got to de- 
duct. The other says we do not 
dare. It’s enough to make a 
man tear out his hair.” 


He and his associates, some 
of whom rode into town in their 
high-heel boots, have appealed 
to the bureaucrats. The Federal 
Security Administration says it’s 
got to administer the law as 
Congress wrote it. The Bureau 
of Internal Revenue says it has 
no choice but to collect old-age 
security taxes from temporary 
workers from Mexico. 


THAT LEAVES the problem 
up to Congress. The way the 
vegetable moguls figure it, the 
statesmen either change the law, 
or Mexico refuses to send any 
more laborers, and a large por- 
tion of our vegetable crop rots 
in the fields.

But that is not so easy, for it 
has been pointed out by safety 
experts that one out of every 
four persons will be involved in 
an automobile accident within 
the next five years. 


An accident problem is some- 
thing that should concern ev- 
eryone who drives an automo- 
bile. If you are killed you will 
have little need to worry, for 
the ambulance intern and the 
mortician will take charge— 
but in the vast majority of ac- 
cidents you may be entirely on 
your own. 


“T would advise any citizen,” 
says Judge Luke Arnold of the 
Traffic Court, “to establish the 
physical facts in his or her mind 
if possible. In this way, the 
same faets that are told the po- 
licemen at the time, and which 
are later told when the case 
comes up in court, will be the 
same. Summing it all up in one 
bit of advice I would say ‘Tell 
the truth.” It is a matter of 
humanitarian record that per- 
sons injured in an accident will 
receive as much attention as 
possible from witnesses until 
the ambulance arrives.” 


All policemen according to 
Chief Jenkins know first aid 
treatment. 

Thorough knowledge of what 
happened just before the acci- 
dent is of importance, too, and 
drivers are warned to always 
carry drivers’ licenses and 
proper identification as to their 
accident insurance. 


Parents with children who 
soon will become 16 (the age 
when they are allowed to drive) 
would do well to impress upon 
these teen-agers the importance: 
of driving with care as well as 
equipping themselves with the 
ability to record facts mental- 
ly. This can be done by traffic 
quizzes at home; by picture puz- 
zies, such as “what’s wrong 
with this accident picture?” or a 
dramatization at home of an ac- 
dent having each child or each 
member of the family take part. 
The victim, the policeman. the 
other driver, the intern from 
the hospital could all be roles 
played. 

A study of the layout of the 
city streets could provide 
knowledge for driving, and also 
a study of traffic rules and reg- 
ulations. All these things would 
do a great deal toward pre- 
venting accidents, or at least 
being able to say “not guilty” to 
Judge Arnold when the case 
comes up in Traffic Court.

Just let them 
slowly cook while you're around 
the house. They really require 
no watching. 

6. Watch for bargains in fish. 
A pound of frozen fillets with ro 
waste assiires a real buy. With 
the advent of Lent many mar- 
kets wil] carry a good variety of 
fish and shellfish at popular 
prices. 

7. Serve one 
around a main dish of dried 
beans—navy, kidney, or lima— 
dried peas or lentils. These are 
excellent sources of protein and 
double nutrition-wise for meat. 

8. Read labels and make sure 
you get the most for your money. 
Whole-grain and enriched prod- 
ucts cost no more yet supply 
needed vitamins and minerals. 
Grade B or C canned vegetables 
are money savers if they are to 
be used in casseroles, sauces, or 
cooked dishes. Margarines ere 
nutritionally ‘comparable to 
butter. 

9. Keep a daily check on left- 
evers. Use them in new dishes 
as soon as possible. Never just 
reheat them and expect the fam- 
ily to get excited over them. 
Good: cooks plan for leftovers 
because it is thriftier to cook 
double th eamount needed all at 
once. 

10. Double check your cooking 
methods. The correct ways are 
usually the easiest and the most 
economical. For example, turn 
down heat and cook food slowly. 
It will cook just as soon and 
save fuel. Pare vegetables thin- 
ly, there’s food value just under 
and in the skin. Cook in small 
amounts of water so the water 
soluble vitamins and minerals 
don’t go down the drain.

Grocery shelves are stacked with rows of thrifty dry beans— 
kidney beans, marrofats, navy beans and pinto beans—just waiting 
to be put into délectable and hearty main dishes. 


The preparation of dry beans 
has come a long way since the 
days when they had to be soaked 
overnight. In fact, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has come up 
with some recent research on 
this very subject.

He 
will succeed C. B. McManus as 
president. McManus, who retains 
the presidency of the Southern 
Company, is now Federal Defense 
Power Administrator and a pres- 
sure of duties in Washington 
forced him to relinquish the 
Georgia Power presidency.
